6. With respect to claims are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claims 5, 6 and 29, the claimed features "each JPU in the 
second group being responsive to requests received from a host computer to execute jobs and return 
results independent of execution at other JPUs, the jobs containing instructions for the processing of a 
particular subset of data under the JPU's exclusive control; and a network connecting the network 
interfaces within each group and between the two groups; wherein the sources of data comprise one or 
more storage devices which are directly accessed by no other JPU in the second group and by none of 
the host computers in first group" in conjunction with other elements of the independent claims are not 
suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the specification are 
also allowed. 
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7. The closest prior art., Kabra et al., USPT No. 6,507,834 relates to systems and methods for 
performing queries on data stored in a database. 

Konno et al., USPT No. 6,078,955 relates to a method of controlling a computer system including 
a plurality of computers interconnected by a network and used by a plurality of users through a plurality of 
types of computers but fail to teach the above limitations.
